Mr. Churchill, smoking a cigar and dressed in a dark 


grey suit then appeared.

First Mr. Roosevelt expressed 
his own and Mr. Churchill's 
regret at the death of one cor

SMASH AXIS PHILOSOPHY 
Then, with Mr. Churchill nodding 
assent, Mr. Roosevelt said the 10 
day conference ended in ‘complete 
agreement” on 1943 plans to bring 
about the “unconditional surrend 
er” of the Axis. This did not mean, 
the president said, the destruction 
of the populations of Germany, 
Japan and Italy, but it did mean the 
smashing of the philosophy of these 


countries based on conquest and 
reigns of terror. 
Here Mr, Churchill interjected 


“Hear, hear.”

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News for Hitler et al 


If nothing further was accomplished, 
the holding of a ten-day conference be- 
tween President Roosevelt and Prime Min- 
ister Churchill in North Africa would have 
been worth the trouble. That it was pos- 
sible to hold such a meeting shows the 
falsity of the Hitler taunt that the demo- 
cracies must “do everything if the open” 
and are therefore unable to outwit the 
treacheries of the Axis chiefs who do their 
plotting behind barred doors and in rail- 
‘way cars on isolated sidings. 

It will interest the Fuehrer, though it 
will not comfort him, to learn that the 
whereabouts of the President and Prime 
Minister has been known to hundreds of 
persons on this continent, and by many 
others in Britain, Russia and elsewhere. 
But the secret was kept. Of the whole 
brood of Nazi spies, agents and sympa- 
thizers who have been “planted” in Allied 
countries, not one was able to inform Ber- 
lin that the conference was on. 

So much for the notion that freemen 
cannot act together, even to the keeping 
of their tongues, in order to protect them- 
Selves against the gangsters who conspire 
in darkness. 

But the conference was not a “stunt” 
arranged to disprove the theories of Hit- 
ler. It was an executive meeting, held to 
draft plans to bring about the removal of 
him and all that he stands for. Besides Mr. 
Roogevelt and Mr. Churchill it was attend- 
ed by General Giraud, General de Gaulle, 
and the military, naval and air chiefs of the 
United States and Britain. The only rea- 
son Premier Stalin was not also present 
is that he is too busy directing the 
slaughter and capture of the fast dimin- 
ishing Axis forces in Russia. Chiang Kai- 
Shek was also absent because conditions 
made it undesirable for him to leave 
Chungking. 

The decisions reached will be known in 
due course. The objective at which they 
are aimed is of course to compel the un- 
conditional surrender of the Axis powers, 
in 1943 if that proves to be practicable, in 
1953 if the job should take that long. 
What particulars as to strategy the enemy 
may desire will be supplied by bombs, 
Shells, bullets and bayonets.

The Ranks Are Closed 


Obviously, one reason for holding the 
Roosevelt-Churchill conference in North 
Africa was that the situation in that area 
needed prompt but tactful handling. Con- 
ditions in those French colonies have 
taken the pattern of conditions in France. 
All that Vichy could do to promote pro- 
Axis sentiment there has been done, by 
propaganda, bribery, coercion and murder. 

The fact that Genera] Giraud and Gen- 
eral de Gaulle were brought together and 
that the conference ended happily is as- 
Surance that North Africa is no longer a 
divided country and that the two branches 
of the Fighting French are now a unit. 

What this means indicated by cur- 
rent events. Giraud’s forces in Tunisia 
have been fighting splendidly, wt de 
Gaulle’s army from Equatorial Africa led 
by General “Leclerc” has accomplished a 
feat of endurance and cleared southern 
Tunisia of the enemy. United, these forces 
will strengthen the Allies in the military 
sense, as the agreement of the two leaders 
will strengthen their standing with the na- 
tive populations.

Alberta coal is the best domestic coal 
mined on this continent. But it is not an- 
thracite, and cannot be handled like an- 
thracite with satisfactory results, or even 
with safety. Putting the case the other 
way; if an Alberta house-holder filled his 
stove with anthracite and arranged the 
drafts as he does for ordinary Alberta 
coal, he would freeze. As with any other 
kind of fuel, the user must know how to 
handle Alberta coal. 

The Ontario authorities and the Al- 
berta coal-men have a mutual interest in 
Starting a publicity campaign to teach peo- 
ple in that province how to use the Alberta 
fuel. If they are so instructed, there will 
be no leakage of coal gas from Ontario 
stoves and furnaces, and people there will 
find the fuel as completely satisfactory as 
Alberta people find it under climatic con- 
ditions no less severe.

The meeting at Casablanca was 
the fruition of the inescapable con- 
viction in the minds of all the 
United Nations that the crisis of 
|the war was at hand. 
| But if the signs of crisis were ap- 
parent enough to the United Na- 
tions to bring the heads of two 
great governments together on the 
North African battlefront, they 
might be apparent enough to the 
German war chiefs to impel them 
|to make efforts to save the situation 
for themselves by compromise or 
even outright surrender. 
| Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt 
\did not talk about “unconditional 
surrender” without knowing that 
“unconditional surrender” was a 
possibility. 

Capitulation or partial capitula- 
|tion might come in one of at least 
|two possible forms. The Nazi party, 
with or without the reluctant con- 
sent of Hitler, might open negotia- 
| tions. In that case, the party would 
be driven by the terrified appre- 
hension of the German public that 
the Russians might gather momen- 
tum enough for a terrific drive 
into the very heart of Germany 
They might feel that British and 
American victory would be infinite- 
ly better than Russian vengeance. 

On the other hand, the Prussian 
military caste, the generals might 
independently open negotiations, 
because their knowledge of war 
would show them that the game 
was lost. 

I do not believe that either of 
these things will happen immedi- 
ately, although the latter proposi- 
tion is the more likely of the two, 
Hitler is aware that he has destroy- 
ed every vestige of common ground 
upon which he might have com- 


promised with the Allies. 

The generals might feel that they 
could play on Allied compassion 
and present a sentimentally con- 
vincing alibi as they did at the 
close of the last war. 

But, as I say, I do not think that 
either of these things will happen 
in the near future. If they did hap- 
pen, the Allied leaders declare 
they would reject everything but a 
complete surrender. 

This latter 1s the most important 
assurance to come out of the mo- 
mentous North African conference. 

Our military leaders have assur- 
ed the victory. This decision tends 
to assure the peace. It is in the na- 
ture of a general guarantee that 
three years of bloody conflict will 
not be thrown away in a surge of 
stupid political idealism.

The patient is told to leave out 
slarches and sugars from the diet- 
ary, being allowed to go on using 
all of the other foods to which he 
is accustomed Within several 
weeks, the gland is usually much 
smaller, In my own practice | have 
been able to secure good results 
with this method, but I find that 
reducing the thyroid is much more 
rapid when the patient starts the 
treatment by using a fast. The 
gland generally reduces satisfactor- 
ily under the fast, and changes are 
so great that it is much better to 
try the fast first instead of wailing 
for the slower changes
